Clarence Akins, 55, a farmer, 
Gied gasping Tuesday 24 hours 
after he had dusted a two and one- 
half acre crop of collard greens. 

An autopsy report showed Akins 
ied of suffocation as the result of 
parathion poisoning that paralyzed 
his nervous system. z

5) pounds of insecticide, commonly 
known, as “two-dash-five” ‘because 
it is composed of two percent para- 
thion and five per cent DDT, Akins 
kept.a strip of cloth wrapped

12, is an organic phosphorus com- 
.Pound. It will control chinch. bugs 
in parts of Florida where DDT now 
has little effect. One of the three 
should be 
used by home owners for best re- 
sults in chinch bug control in the 
southern part of the state.. 

Dr. Kerr says DDT can still be 
used successfully in North Florida. 
The results with DDT in the middle 
part of-the state seem to be erratic. 
I! any control ‘difficulty is encount- 
cred, use a, phosphatic compound, 
-advises ‘the entomoligist. 

Trithion has a dangerous level of 
oral toxicity: Very little needs to be 
taken into the body through the 
mouth ‘toCcause poisoning. .The 
danger of isoning through skin 
absorption is considerably less. 
h Since principal contact with pesti- 
cides for lawn use is by skin con- 
tact, Trithion is judged sufficient- 
ly safe for handling by home 
owners. —
